Room 


The Editor of the Trinity College List of Books for a 
College Student’s Reading Has Chosen a Few Books Which 


Will Open Up 


Wide Vistas to the Young Student

wai NE cannot wisely select a list 
of books for another person 
to read, unless it be that he 
gives him a long and well- 
id annotated list within which 
~ the reader does his own 
selecting. So when the editor of the 
Publishers Weekly suggested that I pre- 
pare a brief list for a Freshman’s book- 
shelf, to supplement the usual textbooks 
and reference books, | was dubious about 
trying it. But then I remembered that 
people do really follow advice in such 
matters, and most such advice is_ so 
bad that I can scarcely do worse. I re- 
called how, at Freshman age, I was ad- 
vised, and dutifully took the advice, to 
read “Tale of Two Cities,” and “Natural 
Law in the Spiritual World,” excellent 
examples of books which nobody ought to 
recommend. On the other hand, I have 
known the whole career of a young college 
man to be completely transformed by some 
book more or less casually put into his 
hands. And anyhow, he who follows ad- 
vice too literally does so at his own risk,— 
so I decided to do what I could in the 
matter. 
I shall try my hand at a list for a young 
man, not a formal or rigid list, and taking 






for granted without mention some of the 
great classics which everyone ought to 
read, for space does not permit mention 
of everything. Indeed, if space permitted, 
I should prefer to begin with a very long 
list of things to avoid. Two sorts of things 
to avoid had best be mentioned anyway, 
and those are books in sets and the recent 
flood of “Outlines” of this and that. A 
set of one author is fine for the older book- 
lover who knows what he is picking, but 
quite otherwise when thrust upon a begin- 
ner. And sets in uniform binding, even so 
admirable as the “Harvard Classics,” have 
an unavoidably forbidding aspect. The 
various ‘“Outlines’”—even H. G. Wells’— 
have an undoubted value to the adult try- 
ing to educate himself, but for the college 
boy there is too much movie and vaudeville 
already in his daily life, to-have it dupli- 
cated in his reading. 

Since I am writing for the young man, 
I begin with some books on science. In 
physical science there are such suggestive 
books as R. A. Gregory’s “Discovery,” a 
general discussion of what science tries to 
do, and William Bragg’s “Concerning the 
Nature of Things,” a specific example of 
what science is finding out about atoms 
and molecules. “There are a good many 
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such books available now, but these are 
typical and very good. ‘Then there is one 
science in particular about which everyone 
who aspires to education should know 
something, namely astronomy. ‘There are 
not so very many adequately lengthy and 
really good popular books in English on 
recent astronomy, but my own preference 
is for a richly-illustrated two-volume work, 
“Splendour of the Heavens” by Phillips 
and Steavenson. 

In the biological sciences my selections 
would be precisely from those scientists 
whom Mr. Bryan condemned as “guess- 
ers,” for they are the most interesting and 
most stimulating to further inquiry. ‘Thus 
I should recommend Henry Fairchild Os- 
born’s “Men of the Old Stone Age’’ for its 
survey of the past, and J. B. S. Haldane’s 
astonishing little “Daedalus” for its vision 
of the future. And I should also add 
something by Jean Fabre, for instance his 
“Life of the Spider.” No intelligent young 
man could read such live things as these 
and not acquire an interest in science. 

In the social sciences we are hampered at 
once by the multitude of possibilities and 
by the fact that the best things will yield 
profit only to the prepared mind. Sum- 
ner’s “Folkways,” with its rich store of 
illustrations of the grip of social habit, or 
Stuart Chase’s “Tragedy of Waste” are 
books that reveal the weaknesses of our 
civilization just where we usually think it 
strongest. Such books as these,—I might 
add Morrison Swift’s little “Can Man- 
kind Survive ?”—ought to make an instan- 
taneous appeal to young men who are at 
the age when they are thinking of reform- 
ing the world. I shall refrain from 
recommendations in psychology, philosophy, 
and theology, except to mark as a possibil- 
ity one or other of the collections of 
William James’ essays. These subjects in 
most cases are likely to be appreciated bet- 
ter in later student years. 

In the reading of history much depends 
on a Freshman’s personal tastes, tho Mac- 
aulay and Motley and Parkman. are still 
names to conjure with. I personally envy 
the reader who starts history with Buckle. 
But if we are to confine ourselves to more 
recent things, I should put in the young 
reader's hands a copy of “How to Read 
History,” by W. W. Davies, and let him 
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do his own selecting thereafter. Never- 
theless it is worth while to specify here 
one particularly good group of books about 
classical times, namely: “Ancient Times” 
by James H. Breasted, and “The Pageant 
of Greece” by R. W. Livingstone: with 
the addition thereto, if the cost be not 
prohibitive, of Stobart’s “Glory that 
was Greece” and Showerman’s “Eternal 
Rome” (2 vols.). 

Among biographies again it is hard to 
select anything indispensable,—so much de- 
pends on temperament. For one person, 
the autobiography of Cellini would be first 
choice; for another, that of Franklin, or 
John Muir, or John Fritz, or the unhappy 
clash of “Father and Son,” as described by 
Edmund Gosse. 

In art there are two books that come 
emphatically first, Salomon  Reinach’s 
“Apollo” and Krehbiel’s “How to Listen 
to Music.” There are countless third 
choices, but my personal preference has al- 
ways been for the second series of Taine’s 
“Lectures on Art,” where he speaks of the 
place that art has held in various civiliza- 
tions. Then there are Rhys Carpenter’s 
remarkable little book, ‘“The Aesthetic 
Basis of Greek Art,” and Lewis Mum- 
ford’s “Sticks and Stones,” which is about 
American architecture, and many others. 
So important do I think such books, as 
filling out a neglected side of college edu- 
cation, that it is hard to know where to 
stop. 

Then there is the great literature of 
travel. Of recent travel books the one that 
has impressed me most is the late Gertrude 
Bell’s amazing “The Desert and_ the 
Sown.” But for the beginner I should 
recommend first the classics, such as Dar- 
win’s “Voyage of the Beagle,” and Dana’s 
“Two Years Before the Mast.” 

There remains the great field of litera- 
ture, doubtless already somewhat familiar, 
and so rich that one does not know where 
to begin. There are Masefield’s narrative 
poems for the young man who thinks he 
does not like poetry. There are many, 
many poets, and many collections like 
Stevenson’s “Home Book of Verse,” for 
the young man who does like it. There 


is the whole range of the novel from 
“Crime and Punishment” and “Return of 
the Native” to “Cloister and Hearth” and 
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“Mr. Midshipman Easy.” And then there 
is the short story, in Kipling, and Conrad, 
and Hugh Clifford’s “Further Side of 
Silence.” It is unfortunately only the ex- 
ceptional youth who 
spontaneously takes 
up plays or essays, 
when not assigned 
in his courses, and 
so it remains a good 
deal a matter of 
luck whether the 
right person at the 
right time discovers 
Shaw or Santayana. 
But in any good 
college the student 
will receive an 
amount of help in 
his reading of belles 
lettres which unfor- 
tunately is not yet 
to be had in most 
other fields of reading. 

I have selected most of my titles from 
those recommended for beginners in the 
List of Books for a College Student’s 
Reading, with its 1926 Supplement, which 
has been distributed free by Trinity Col- 
lege, Hartford. ‘This list, on the whole, is 
rather heavier than the usual library bibli- 
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ographies. It was prepared as a guide for 


the abler college Seniors and Juniors, to 
assist them in educating themselves by 
giving them opportunity to read in col- 
lege their own selec- 
tion of the world’s 
classics. The nation- 
wide demand, which 
has in a short time 
nearly exhausted 
the large first edi- 
tion, shows that 
even men of schol- 
arly pursuits feel 
very keenly the 
need for such anno- 
tated helps in guid- 
ing their own read- 
ing. Many have 
spoken of the Trin- 
ity list as at once 
an inspiration and a 
source of humilia- 
tion. Among the thousands of titles in the 
complete book catalogs, it is easy to over- 
look many of the good things outside one’s 
own specialty. I refer those who want 
further guidance to the Trinity list, and 
may I close with the remark that suggestions 
towards an improved new edition of the 
Trinity list would be most welcome. 
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That Dust Cloth

HAVE just begun to realize 
that you book dealers are 
superstitious,” remarked a 
good friend of mine, a pro- 
digious book buyer, as he 
came into my bookshop the 





other day. 

“How is that?” I questioned. ‘“Some- 
thing new to me in that idea!” 

“Well,” went on my friend, “I never 
seem to see a book dealer without a dust 
cloth in his hands or in the hands of his 
assistants. 

“Oh!”, I laughed, relieved, “that isn’t 
superstition! That is just because we have 
to keep the books clean. You wouldn’t 


want dusty books to handle, would you?” 


“You remind me of my great-aunt,” the 
man replied, “who always ran at high 
speed around the room, when nothing else 
took her attention, hitting at flies, to kill 
them or drive them away.” 

“She was right, wasn’t she?” I asked. 
“Flies are as destructive to health as dust 
is to my stock of books.” 

“Tt isn’t the idea I am quarrelling with,” 
replied my friend. “It is the waste in the 
way you go at your results. My great-aunt 
shoo-ed flies, my mother put in screens.” 

“We can’t keep dust out of the books,” 
I replied, tartly this time. ‘No one but 
a book dealer can realize the cost of glass 
cases or the cramped space one has to store 
one’s stock of books.” 
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“Have I asked you to buy bookcases?” 
asked my friend. ‘“Altho now we are on 
that subject, I believe it would pay to en- 
close your books, at least your most ex- 
pensive editions. I’ve seen it done. You 
can still throw the cases open to the pub- 
lic, and it gives the books an air—a 
‘W ouldn’t-you-look-cosy-in-my-bookcase-at- 
home?’ appearance that can’t be equalled.” 

“Too expensive,’ I interrupted. “I 
wouldn’t think of putting that much money 
into my store.” 

“Oh, all right,” said my friend. “The 
place where I saw it work so nicely was 
in a department store, and I expect the 
shelves were borrowed from the furniture 
department—which must have sold book- 
shelves as a result.” 

“TI have worked in a department store,”’ 
I answered sarcastically, “and my recollec- 
tion is that a department is. charged for 
whatever goes into that department. There 
is no such thing as ‘borrowing.’ ”’ 

“Still, it might be arranged in_ these 
days of related selling,” continued my 
friend. 

“What's your objection to my present 
way of caring for my stock?” 

“Tt’s that dust cloth!” he said. “I don’t 
believe you people have any idea of the 
horrible impression that going about with 
a dust cloth in your hand gives the aver- 
age book customer.” 

“For goodness sakes, why?” I asked. 
“We always lay the cloth aside before we 
Wait on a customer.” 

“That’s just it,” said my friend, “and 
either your customer thinks he is_inter- 
rupting your work by purchasing from 
you and so hurries away instead of stay- 
ing to browse over the collections of books ; 
or else he knows your hands are dirty from 
the dust cloth; or else—and this is more 
important yet—the whole impression is 
bad. If you are the dusting type, you 
aren't the reading type, and the public 
wants a clerk who knows books to serve 
him.” 

“It is the same impression you have when 
you go in an otherwise clean restaurant 
and a waiter whisks a dirty wet cloth over 
the table or counter in front of you. You 





lose your appetite and your order suffers.” 
“Our dust cloths l day,” 
ur dust cloths are clean every day, 

I interposed. 
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“Well, the idea isn’t,” said my friend. 
‘‘EKither that dusting should be done before 
the store opens, or it should be done by 
people whose business it is to dust and 
nothing more. ‘The business of your clerks 
when they aren't actually selling should be 
to read book reviews and to keep up with 
current books and to know something of 
the history of the best-known writers.” 

“T can’t have my assistants wasting their 
time reading,” I struck in. 

‘They also should be leisurely and give 
the appearance of one whose greatest de- 
sire on earth is to see that the right book 
gets to the right person,” my friend con- 
tinued, unheeding my interruption. ‘Look 
at me—I buy lots of books from you, but 
more because you are a friend of mine than 
from any service you render.” 

“T’ve a mind to break off the friend- 
ship,” I said in a dudgeon. 

“I come in here and a mighty nice, 
intelligent-looking young lady approaches 
me, dust cloth in hand. ‘May I serve 
you?’ she asks politely. ‘Yes, I want the 
latest book by Maurois,’ I say. She lays 
down her dust cloth and looks puzzled. 
‘His last?,’ she says. ‘Isn’t that Ariel?’ 

‘No,’ I reply, *] guess you are too busy 
dusting to keep up with movements in the 
publishing world.’ She flashes me a grate- 
ful look. ‘We just finished dusting the 
entire poetry shelf this morning!’ she ex- 
plains. She looks it, tired and hot and 
somewhat disheveled. Mind you, she 
couldn’t lay down her dust cloth except for 
a customer or the lunch hour. 

“You are right,” I admitted, “as many 
shelves must be dusted each day as time 
from our customers allows.”’ 

“That will allow more and more time,’ 
he said, “if many of them feel as I do 
about it. But to go back, I finally se- 
lected a book, and your young lady hur- 
ried off to wrap it up. While she was 
wrapping the book with paper and string, 
another customer came in. The dusting 
could not spare another recruit for a mere 
customer who was in a violent hurry. My 
young lady came tearing back in a panic 
lest the newer customer escape unsatisfied, 
or, even worse, call upon a clerk busy dust- 
ing the shelves. 

“ “Have you This, That, and Something 
Else?” asked the new customer. 
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““T’ll see,’ said our recent dusting friend. 

“They were just published last week. 
You’d know if you had them,’ said the 
customer. ‘I can’t wait for you to look.’ 

“Why,” I asked our duster-clerk, after 
the customer had dashed out, ‘didn’t you 
know if you had those books? Don’t you 
read or see the new books as they come 
in?” 

““Not always,’ she said. “You see, we 
begin to dust and arrange the books as 
soon as we come in the morning, and I 
just haven’t reached the recent book-table 
yet in the course of my dusting.’ 

“*But the reviews?’, I asked. ‘And the 
looking over of the books to absorb some 
of their interest and so hand it on to the 
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book buyer who is in doubt about what to 
buy?’ 

““We have no time here,’ she said. ‘We 
can barely get the books dusted as it is. 
And when I get home at night, there are 
so many things I have to do besides read!’ 

““Good for you! No successful person 
carries his work beyond his working hours.’ 

““You think, then,” I asked, “that book- 
sellers should allow clerks to read during 
business hours ?” 

“Let them ?—you should fire them if they 
don’t. And hire some one at a dollar fifty- 
eight to do your dusting and bundle wrap- 
ping! Don’t waste brains and ability on 
the physical side of bookselling; your store 
loses in the customers’ eyes if you do.”

IVERY day, almost, some 
individual with, — perhaps, 
more unbridled imagination 
than a_ sensible conception 
of the facts, dashes into a 
morass of _ high-sounding 
phrase, and harangues us about the iniquity 
of publishers dumping on the market 
too many books. Well, perhaps he is 
right, but he does not arrive at his judg- 
ment by a logical examination of the facts. 
[t may be that there are not too many 
books, but that the standard of some of 
them is too low. That has to be refined. 
And we wonder who is going to assume the 
role of the wise man and decide which is 
good and which is bad—whatever these 
terms may mean. 
Business 

Says a newsagent who is also a_book- 
seller: “Apart from holiday fiction, de- 
pression in the booktrade still persists. In 
some towns the turnover is much below 
the normal. Trade in the mining districts 
is, of course, badly hit and some anxiety 
is felt about buying stock. The seaside 
towns are also feeling the prevailing con- 
ditions, the number of visitors being below 
the average. Possibly the recent fine 
weather, supported by the regular railway 
service which is now running, will do much 





to improve the prospects of the next few 
weeks.” 
Seasons 

It looks to us as tho there is a greater 
tendency to go on publishing thru the sum- 
mer. ‘That is sensible. Of course, few 
publishers would have the temerity to issue 
an important serious book in the dog days. 
And yet we wonder if the end of July 
or the middle of August would be such an 
inauspicious time, granted that it is the 
height of the holiday season when most 
sales are in the direction of light fiction. 
An instance of a serious book being success- 
fully launched during the first week of 
August is “The Lay Thoughts of a Dean” 
by Dean Inge.

Chicago Displays a Book 
About Chicago 


DNA FERBER has written a half 

hundred short stories, three novels, 

and a play about Chicago. The latter 
half of “Show Boat,” portraying the mauve 
decade days of the windy city, adds another 
colorful picture to her gallery of studies 
of this particular American town. 

The booksellers of Chicago celebrated 
this fact on August 20th when “Show 
Boat” was published. “Show Boat” was 
pictorial and it had wide local appeal. 
Marshall Field & Co. led off with the 
huge display, placed at the entrance to their 
book department, pictured above. The 
background was a hand-painted scene of 
an old street scene in Chicago, giving a 
glimpse of South Clark Street (Gambler’s 
Alley) as it was in the nineties, an impos- 
ing and colorful piece of scenery six feet 
high and ten feet wide portraying Hooley’s 
Theater, Abe Lipman’s Pawnshop, The 
Cockeyed Bakery... all familiar to 
readers of the book. Books were arranged 
on a table in front of this, complete with 
old-fashioned show posters describing the 
story, and other tables and taborets on 


either side carried out the feeling of the 
period with displays of “O Genteel Lady!” 
“Our Times,” “The Perennial Bachelor” 
and “The Mauve Decade,” etc. At Bren- 
tano’s the entire three part-window was 
devoted to a huge display of the Mississippi 
River side of “Show Boat.” Hung along 
the back of the window as a backdrop was 
a huge enlargement of the end papers of 
the book, showing the moonlight scene of 
the river and the crowds going down to 
the Cotton Blossom Floating Palace Thea- 
tre. This was striking in size, four feet 
high by ten feet long, and around it were 
scattered a collection of large and small 
show boat theater posters and long lines of 
the book. Carson, Pirie and Scott also 
gave a full window to “Show Boat” as did 
Fanny Butcher. Kroch and some ten other 
stores in the city also had special displays 
of the book bringing out either the Missis- 
sippi River side or the Chicago 1890 side 
so that the city was fairly ablaze with the 
latest book by its most famous novelist. 

To back this up, the publishers made up 
a special Chicago advertising campaign. 
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iz HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course do 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto.

Help On Price Cutting 


ECISIONS of great importance in 
ID the field of price maintenance have 

recently been rendered and, if the 
intent of the Cream of Wheat case is sub- 
stantiated in higher courts, the way will be 
opened for producers of merchandise to cut 
off price-cutters from purchasers. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals at Chi- 
cago has decided that nothing in the 
rulings of the Federal Trade Commission 
in the famous Beech-Nut case shall pre- 
vent a manufacturer from 

(a) Requesting its customers not to re- 
sell at less than a stated minimum price. 

(b) Refusing to sell a customer because 
he resells below such requested minimum 
price or because of other reasons. 

(c) Announcing in advance its inten- 
tion thus to refuse. 

(d) Informing itself, thru its soliciting 
agents and thru publicly circulated adver- 
tisements of customers which come to its 
attention, and thru other legitimate means, 
without any cooperative action with its 
other customers or other persons, as to the 
prices at which the merchandise is being 
sold. 


As Printers’ Ink says in its comment, 


“the importance of this decision cannot be 
over-emphasized.”’ 

This Cream of Wheat case extends the 
effect of the American Tobacco Co. case 
handed down last fall by the Circuit Court 
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of New York which confirmed that com- 
pany in its right to refuse to sell to a job- 
ber who undercut what had been an- 
nounced to be a reasonable and just price. 

Here is the foundation of a new attitude 
by the courts and the government which 
will be of greatest importance in building 
trade in fundamental industries. 

Great distributors of merchandise are 
energetically fighting for the basic right to 
control their own merchandise, thus con- 
tinuing to a finish the effort which was 
carried thru such expensive years by the 
book publishers. 

The price-cutters have exploited and 
continue to exploit other business at 
the expense of the book industry of the 
country and it would seem as tho the day 
was not far off when the growth of book- 
selling could be stimulated anew by the 
elimination of this old-style type of busi- 
ness building by bait which the price-cutter 
has been so active in perpetuating. 


Improved Establishments 


F one were able to review adequately 

the organization and equipment of 

American retail bookselling and get a 
clear comparison between conditions now 
and twenty years ago when the trade was 
coming out of its gloomy years, there would 
be a picture that would be very hopeful to 
the trade. Some such pictures were in the 
mind of one publisher who has had recent 
occasion to go out thru the middle west 
after an absence of some years and who 
records his impressions in the following 
words: 

“T have been especially pleased to observe 
the immense improvement in everything 
connected with bookselling since I visited 
the same shops twenty years ago. The ap- 
pearance of the different shops and depart- 
ments, the personnel and the methods 
have all advanced with the times. It was 
particularly gratifying to learn about the 
excellent systems for keeping track of stock 
and arranging for re-orders that have been 
installed in practically all these places. I 
was also delighted with the open-minded- 
ness of these booksellers and their lack of 
prejudice in welcoming books that in some 
parts of the country are feared because they 
run counter to popular conceptions.” 
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How Shall the Composer 
Collect? 


Music’s Value Is for Rights of 


Public Performance 


HE United States Department of 
Justice, after two years’ investiga- 
tion, has declared that there is no 
basis for prosecuting the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers as a trust violating the Federal laws. 

This decision is of great importance to 
those who are interested in the copyright 
law of the country, and it brings up again 
the interesting problem of how the com- 
poser and author, whose words are used by 
the composer, shall receive their remun- 
eration. Only those who have studied the 
dificult problem of the rights of the cre- 
ative artist realize how difficult and com- 
plicated this situation is. The writer who 
produces only thru print is in a much 
simpler situation. He is given his rights 
by Society, and, having obtained copyright 
protection by first publication in some 
form, allots separate rights for book pub- 
lication, serial, second serial, dramatic or 
movie rights, collecting from each source 
under such contract as he is able to make. 
If he has produced a sermon or lecture, it 
is recognized by our copyright law that 
he has a right to protection for public use, 
but the American law does not recognize 
any public performance value for writings 
except lectures, plays and sermons. 

The composer is quite obviously in a 
different situation, and profit from public 
performance is his chief potential source 
of income. When the American copyright 
law was first enacted, the profits for a 
composer were conceived to be either his 
income from the sale of sheet music or 
his income from contracts with producing 
companies. Several things have brought 
about a radical change in his situation. 
There developed two kinds of mechanical 
music reproduction—the phonograph and 
the piano-player. "These had come to the 


front just before the revision of our copy- 
right law in 1909, and, after heated dis- 
cussion of how the composer should be paid 
or whether he should be paid at all, the 
law was drafted to provide that, whenever 
any composer gave rights for mechanical 
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reproduction, he should receive two cents 
per music roll or per disc, and that, once 
having given this right to one manufactur- 
ing concern, all others should have the 
same privilege of reproduction at the same 
rate. This second proviso prevented there 
being a monopoly in the production of a 
composer’s work, a thing that was feared 
at the time, but it took away from the com- 
poser his natural right of bartering and 
made the prominent and successful com- 
poser subject to the same royalty basis as 
the unsuccessful and inconspicuous com- 
poser. 

By interpretation, the mechanical music 
people have been able to reduce still further 
the royalty paid by 10%, which has been 
given to them as a breakage allowance. 
This means that, on discs varying in sell- 


ing cost from fifty cents to a dollar and a © 


half, the composer’s royalty rate would be 
from 3.6% to 1.2%. 

Soon after this period of discussion there 
developed an increase in the use of music 
in the cabaret or by the hotel orchestra. 
This became a critical situation for the 
composer, because, having sold his rights 
to good music for a Broadway musical 
show, he made no extra profit from his 
music used by cabaret or hotel orchestra 
who could simply buy it in print, or, if 
not printed, listen in at the show and play 
by ear. The Broadway producer paying 
high royalties was thus put at a great dis- 
advantage. 

The composers and publishers of music 
carried their case to the courts and won 
the important decision that the use of 
music in cabarets or hotels was equivalent 
to a public performance and must be paid 
for. This paved the way for them to meet 
an equally important situation with the de- 
velopment of the use of music in moving 
picture houses. The American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers was 
organized to take care of the property in- 
terests of the composers and their pub- 
lishers and also to develop a method of 
collecting the fees. The Society member- 
ship came to include practically every suc- 
cessful composer in America, and, by agree- 
ment, took up the collection problems of 
European composers and publishers. 

A collection of fees from such widely 
scattered users was a difficult problem, but 
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the scheme arrived at was to charge each 
hotel orchestra, cabaret orchestra or mov- 
ing picture house a flat sum per year for 
the privilege of using any of the music 
composed by any of the members of the 
Society, that is, practically all current 
music. The sum thus collected was di- 
vided between composers and their pub- 
lishers and then again divided, according 
to an arbitrary proportionment which was 
intended to represent the amount of inter- 
est that each publisher or composer had in 
the usable supply of music. Those from 
whom the composers and publishers have 
been thus collecting have continued to pro- 
test against the payments. The hotel 
owners have kept up the fight in an organ- 
ized way, and the moving picture houses 
have protested and avoided payment and 
kept the Society at great expense to collect 
the funds. “The composers and publishers 
have been compelled to meet this heavy 
legal and collection expense because it is 
necessary that as large an income as pos- 
sible should be obtained from creative work 
and also because the public was increas- 
ingly getting its musical entertainment 
thru public performance, and the income 
from printed music, which would be easy 
to collect, was dropping off continuously. 

This trend was sharply emphasized with 
the coming of the radio and the spread of 
music to every home thru an instrument 
from which collections were difficult. The 
broadcasters, who could no more live with- 
out music than could the moving picture 
houses, immediately set up a claim that 
they should have the privilege of using 
music without payment and that broad- 
casting was not a public performance, in 
that it was carried on in a small and en- 
closed room. At first, they won a case in 
the New Jersey courts that fortified them 
in this position, but a later case, carried to 
the United State Supreme Court last win- 
ter, gave the only just decision that could 
be made in deciding that broadcasting was 
indeed a public performance and that pay- 
ment should be made to the owners of the 
copyright. The broadcasters have since 
then endeavored to establish a system some- 
what like that of the mechanical music 
people by having a flat rate for collection 
on their establishments and have at the 
same time supported the other music users 
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in their endeavor to undermine in the 
courts, thru an anti-trust decision, the 
method which the composers and publish- 
ers have adopted for making collections. 
With the decision now finally rendered, 
this cooperative method of collecting has 
been more firmly established, and, until 
some other system is devised, it will un- 
doubtedly be carried forward. 

The new copyright legislation embodied 
in the Vestal Bill before Congress will 
afirm the rights of the composer and pub- 
lisher to collect for all performances ex- 
cept those given for educational or re- 
ligious purposes without door receipts. But 
there is still discussion in music circles as 


to whether there shall be compulsory 
license fees for mechanical music and 
broadcasting, and the form which the 


music section is to take in the new legis- 
lation is not yet clear. 

The president of the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
whose address is 56 West 45th Street, is 
Gene Buck, composer of so many Broad- 
way successes, and its business affairs thru 
this trying period have been carried on 
most ably by Edwin C. Mills as chairman 
of the Administrative Committee and J. C. 
Rosenthal general manager. 


To Discourage Bookbegging 


HERE are many ways in which book 

publishing is different from other in- 

dustries and not the least insistent 
of these variations is the idea in the minds 
of so many people that the book publisher 
does not have to run his affairs like a reg- 
ular business, but that he should be ready 
at any time to send out liberal quantities of 
books gratis wherever they will do good. 
In some ways this is an instinctive recog- 
nition of the social importance of books, 
indicating that people realize that a book 
has a value to the community far above 
its physical value. At the same time, it 
seems remarkably difficu't for people to 
understand that books cost money to pro- 
duce; that the publisher has peculiar and 
very responsible relations to an author for 
royalties; that the market for books is, 
after all, rather limited and the develop- 
ment of every part of the market is neces- 
sary if books are to be a success. 
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School committees who would not think 
of asking an American Seating Company 
to send them free chairs or desks do not 
hesitate to ask book publishers for dona- 
tions of books in a good cause. “Teachers 
who would not expect an American Crayon 
Company to supply them with free crayons 
believe that publishers weuld be interested 
to know about new educational enterprises 
in order to send books free. Not only is 
this attitude hard on the publisher, but it 
cheapens the function of books. If books 
do have the significance and value to the 
community that people think they have, 
certainly the public should be as willing 
to pay for them as they are for any other 
commodity. It might be a good thing if 
all the booktrade, publishers and others 
should set their minds to 4 common task of 
correcting the impecunious attitude of the 
public toward books and by carefully 
worded but none the less stoutly stated ex- 
planation take opportunity to explain that 
books are things not only to be appreciated 
but also paid for. 


Irish Free State Repudiates British 
Patent Rights 


66° THE Dublin High Court, has de- 

livered a judgment which annuls 
British patent rights in the Irish Free 
State,” says the London Morning Post, 
July 20, 1926. “The British Thomson- 
Houston Co. had sought to restrain an 
Irish firm from infringing its patents, and 
the Judge refused the injunction on the 
ground that letters patent under the seal 
of the British Patent Office were of no 
virtue in the Irish Free State. If this 
judgment holds, the whole British system 
of patent falls into confusion (and by a 
parity of reasoning what applies to patents 
may also apply to copyright). If an Irish 
manufacturer is free from all restriction 
in reproducing the patented goods of Bri- 
tish manufacturers, he is given what might 
be called a right of theft; he is made free, 
at least in the Irish market, of a great host 
of valuable devices on which our trade de- 
pends. We might compare the effect of 
the judgment to the action of the Russian 
Communists who confiscated British goods. 
It, in fact, creates a sort of industrial Al- 
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satia in Ireland, where the law of property 
as far as ideas are concerned does not hap- 
pen to run. 

“That may or may not be the policy of 
the Irish Free State Government, which 
has found pillage so easy where real estate 
is concerned that it may quite possibly 
cherish designs on all forms of property. 
If that is the intention, however, there 
seems a Curious inconsistency in the fact 
that on December 4, 1925, the Irish Free 
State joined the International Union for 
the Protection of Industrial Property—an 
object for which we should not have ex- 
pected the Irish politician to cherish any 
particular enthusiasm. ‘The articles of this 
Union provide, among other things, for the 
reciprocal respect of patents, trade marks, 
and so forth.” 


Conservatism in Blurbs 


"THE John Day Company, planning to 

take advantage of the fact that jacket 
blurbs have swung far out into the area 
of overstatement, says in the front of its 
new catalog: 

“We mean to refrain from superlatives 
about all John Day books.

But 
catalog, advertising and jackets will, so far 
as possible, exclude our opinions, and will 
be designed to indicate, by fact and precise 
description, the scope and character of each 
book, so that the reader may judge for 
himself whether it is likely to please him. 

“From time to time we shall quote the 
commendation which we hope may come to 
our authors from disinterested critics. We 
shall not, however, strive to beguile read- 
ers by ardent expressions of our own.”

HE Burrows Brothers Co. of Cleve-

They are 
using four large painted boards, the largest 
of which is 120 feet long. The striking 
color arrangement, yellow and black on 
deep red, and the dash and speed of the 
chariot, combine to make the board one 
of unusual forcefulness and attractiveness 
and make it one ‘of the most effective in 
the city. The major portion of Burrows’ 
advertising appropriation is spent, of 
course, in the daily newspapers, but they 
use the billboards and direct mail to ex- 
cellent advantage as supporting mediums. 


Harvard Advertising Awards This 
Year to Include New 


$2,000 Prize 


A® award of $2,000 will be given for 
the first time this year as a part of 
the Harvard Advertising Awards, for the 
advertising campaign of the year coming 
under the consideration of the Jury of 
Award as the campaign most conspicuous 
for the excellence of its planning and exe- 
cution which seeks publicity for industrial 
products primarily thru the media of in- 
dustrial trade, or professional journals. 
Industrial products seeking publicity 
thru general popular magazines may com- 
pete for the award of $2,000 given for 


the best national campaign, either of an 
institutional character or devoted to the 
advertising of specific products. 

The awards also include prizes for local 
campaigns, and a new feature of the 
awards this year is a special award of 
$2,000 for a local campaign executed in 
cities of 100,000 population or less. 

Four prizes of $1,000 each are offered 
for individual advertisements most effective 
in use of text, most effective in pictorial 
illustration, in combination of both, and 
in typography. 

A gold medal is awarded annually to 
the individual or organization deemed by 
the Jury of Award to merit recognition 
for distinguised contemporary services to 
advertising. 

The Harvard Advertising Awards were 
founded by Edward W. Bok in 1923, and 
are administered by the Harvard Business 
School. Awards are made annually, and 
advertising material to be considered for 
the current year must be received by the 
Secretary of the Harvard Business School 
on or before December 31, 1926. ‘The 
Jury, the personnel of which will be an- 
nounced later, will make the awards early 
in January.

PROTECT THE BOOK CORNERS 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

Attention is here called, to the matter of 
protecting the corners of books when in 
transit. The outward wrapper is not suf- 
ficient, the corners of the books, them- 
selves, must be protected. It is just here 
that the trouble comes in—the corners! 
‘The outward wrapper may be all that it 
should be, but unless the corners of the 
books are protected (either metally or 
otherwise) the shipper runs the risk of 
having his book received by the addressee 
with the corners either crushed or other- 
Wise injured. This means, of course, a 
loss in time and money to both publisher 
and bookseller. In our own case, we never 


send out a book, by hand or by mail, with- 
out first protecting the corners of the books 
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with a metal safeguard. We find it pays 
to do so. 

Therefore, why not save both time and 
money by protecting the book corners be- 
fore wrapping? ‘The cost is infinitesimally 
small, as compared with the saving of time 
and money—often exasperatingly large.

DISCOURAGE BOOK BEGGING 
August 3, 1926. 
To the Editor of Publishers’ Weekly: 


The letter from C. B. D. reprinted in 
the July 31 issue of The Publishers’ 
Weekly under the heading “To Discour- 
age Book Begging” interested us very 
much. 

Hardly a day passes but what we receive 
a number of requests for donations of our 
publications. They come from all parts 
of our own country and, we might say, 
from all parts of the world. And they 
come from all sources—schools, colleges, 
libraries, churches, fraternal societies, civic 
and philanthropic organizations, prisons, 
hospitals, clubs, and individuals. Over- 
emphasis is often laid on the publicity that 
will react to us, while others imply that it 
is our duty or that it should be a privilege 
to give our books. ‘The only publicity we 
are able to check are other requests in 
which the writers say they have learned of 
our “‘wonderful generosity.” 

Many of these causes are worthy ones, 
but we could not supply all and we do not 
consider it fair to discriminate in favor of 
a few. So it has been our policy for a 
number of years now to disregard these re- 
quests. The greater number of them we 
simply place in special files so that we may 
have a record of the demand that is made 
upon us; a few courtesy requires that we 
reply to and give our reasons for not meet- 
ing. During the holiday season, in reply 
to many requests that come from churches 
for donations to fairs and bazars, we sug- 
gest that they get in touch with their local 
bookstores and have the dealers arrange and 
conduct bookstalls on a business basis. 

Outside of the industry itself it seems 
to be the common belief that it is no strain 
upon the publisher to give his books away 
—much like a flower, if one is plucked an- 
other will naturauly bloom in its place. 
Do they realize in any degree that publish- 
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ing is a business that requires careful super- 
vision if it is to exist and books are to be 
made available? 

We would give sincere co-operation to 
a movement such as C. B. D. suggests, “‘to 
discourage the begging of books” and to 
create a conscious, or develop a greater, 
respect for the value of books and the part 
that the publishers and the booksellers play 
in placing them within the reach of the 
public.

OHN MASEFIELD has written an 

introduction to the edition of ‘““The Ad- 
ventures of Marco Polo” which Dutton 
will bring out some time this month, and 
he follows it with an itinerary. of the jour- 
neyings of the Polos. 


LITERARY forgers are again busy in 

England after an inactivity of many 
years. A number of spurious documents, 
alleged to have been written by famous 
poets and authors have been discovered by 
dealers to be fraudulent, and collectors are 
growing cautious. 


IR GEORGE WARNER'S critical 

edition of “The Libelle of Englyshe 
Polycye,” the fifteenth century, anonymous 
poems written to show the political and 
commercial advantages gained from secur- 
ing command of the seas, will be published 
by the Oxford University Press this month. 
Five collotype illustrations are included. 


HARLES FRANCIS JENKINS'’S bi- 

ography of Button Gwinnett, the 
Georgia signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, is the first title in an Americana 
series to be issued by Doubleday, Page & 
Company at the Garden City Press. Since 
Gwinaett’s signature was sold for $22,500 
early this year there has been much curi- 
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osity to know more about the man whose 
autograph signature has brought more 
money than any other signature in the his- 
tory of autograph collecting. 


Mr. Jenkins has brought to light many 
new facts about this least known of signers. 
The edition will consist of 1,001 copies and 
the date of publication has been fixed late 
in October. 


[®° TOLSTOY’S hitherto unknown 

diary covering four years of his youth 
and early manhood, 1853-1856, which has 
just appeared in a French translation is a 
document of great literary and biographical 
value. It amounts to a detailed autobi- 
ography of the great Russian writer, cover- 
ing a very important period of his life on 
which we have hitherto had but little 
information. 


It was begun by Tolstoy at the age 
of twenty-four, when his first book ‘“Child- 
hood,” had been published, when he did 
not know yet whether he had enough 
talent to become a writer, when he served 
in the army conquering the Caucasus and 
when a brilliant military career attracted 
him at least as much as a questionable and 
uncertain literary career. 


ABOUT three years ago Ethel Seaton 

published in the London Times Lit- 
erary Supplement some particulars of a 
manuscript which she had discovered in the 
library of Sion College; and soon after 
Dr. F. S. Boas, who had edited the work 
of Giles and Phineas Fletcher in the Cam- 
bridge English Classics, drew attention to 
the importance of her discovery. The text 
of the manuscript has now been published 
for the Royal Society of Literature, and 
Miss Seaton has edited it with a long 
introduction, a commentary and _ textual 
notes. 


The manuscript proves the poem “Brit- 
tain’s Ida” to be the work of Phineas 
Fletcher, and not of Edmund Spenser, 
as was once believed. The volume 
contains beside “Brittain’s Ida” and an- 
other poem, five poems that were known 
to be by Phineas Fletcher, and bears the 
title “Venus and Anchises, and Other 
Poems.” 
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AMONG the books of interest to stu- 

dents of American history soon to be 
published by the Harvard University Press 
is “A Book of Old Maps,” by Emerson D. 
Fite of Vassar College and Archibald Free- 
man of Phillips Academy, Andover. This 
collection of old maps is designed to illus- 
trate the course of American history from 
the earliest time down to the close of the 
Revolutionary War. The  seventy-four 
maps were selected from many thousands 
examined by the editors in the great libra- 
ries in America, in the Vatican, in the Brit- 
ish Museum, and in the Bibliothéque Na- 
tionale. Each map is accompanied by a 
brief essay setting forth its historical signi- 
ficance. As far as possible, the map is al- 
lowed to tell its own story thru the repro- 
duction of its numerous legends, aided by 
quotations from contemporary books. Many 
of the maps are of great beauty. 


EVERAL years ago, under the auspices 
of the Roosevelt Memorial Association, 
Charles Scribner’s Sons brought out the 
Memorial Edition of Roosevelt’s Works 
limited to 1,000 sets, and it was entirel\ 
disposed of within a few months, even be- 
fore the second volume had appeared. An 
inexpensive national edition will soon be 
published in twenty volumes. This set 
will contain all the material which Roose- 
velt wrote for publication in book form, to- 
gether with his letters to his children, his 
state papers as governor and president, his 
speeches in their most complete form, and 
his essays on varied subjects. The twenty 
volumes will offer wide range of material ; 
stories of Roosevelt’s own adventures in 
the Far West, in Brazil, and in Africa, the 
history of the pioneers in the West, the 
history of the War of 1812, the Hero 
Tales, the account of the Rough Riders, 
historical and out-of-doors sketches, bio- 
graphical material, a biography of Oliver 
Cromwell, and essays and papers which re- 
flect the versatility and personality of the 
writer. 


DWIN ROBERT PETRE writes a 
letter to the New York Herald Trib- 
une about the graves of Keats and Shelley 
in Rome, in which so many Americans 
have been interested. He says: “While I 
was in Rome I went to see the graves of

Keats and Shelley. ‘The Keats grave at 
this time of the year is a plain narrow bed 
of violet leaves; the Shelley grave is cov- 
ered with small boxwood or some similar 
evergreen. I cannot say that the graves 
were neglected, but there was no evidence 
of that thoughtful care which the lovers 
of both might suppose would be given. 

. Later I went to the Keats house, where 
he died, next to the flower-bedecked Span- 
ish stairs in the Piazza de Spagna. I spoke 
with the curator and learned that altho the 
Keats house is fairly well provided for with 
an income from an investment of 200,000 
lire, the graves can be cared for only from 
the income derived from about 100 lire, or 
less than $5 a year. The lire is now about 
25 or 30 to the dollar; hence, in part, the 
cause of the seeming neglect. There has 
been quite an awakening of interest of late 
in the two poets—as evidenced in the new 
books of Amy Lowell and Maurois—and 
| believe that the above facts need only 
be made known to insure a generous in- 
crease in the grave fund. The contribu- 
tions could be turned over, with such specific 
conditions as will insure perpetual care, to 
the Keats-Shelley Society in Italy, whose 
headquarters are at the Keats house. This 


society is international in its member- 
ship.” 





HE Vollbehr Collection of Incunabula, 

on exhibition at the National Arts Club, 
New York City, was described in detail 
in last week’s issue of the Publishers’ 
Weekly. The books shown above are only 
a part of the exhibit and Doctor Vollbehr 
has brought only a part of his great collec- 
tion to this country. Doctor Vollbehr 
brought his collection to this country as a 
contribution to the great Eucharistic Con- 
gress in Chicago. The collection is un- 
paralleled in America and is remarkably 
complete, with volumes of great beauty in 
excellent condition. The Exhibit con- 
tinues until the end of September.

Planning Books to Fit Their Needs

NICE question in planning books 
A to fit their needs has arisen in re- 
cent years. It is similar to the ques- 
tion now being argued between the purists 
and the more modernistic philologists as to 
whether “It is I,” or “It is me” is correct. 
The latter say that common usage has 
made “It is me” correct and that use of 
the older form is a pure affectation. Would 
the same modernists, if faced with the 
choice of paper for a trade book, say that 
refusal to use bulking papers was an af- 
fectation? ‘That modern usage and sales 
needs justified them? Probably, and one 
finds, in the facts of the matter, but a poor 
argument against this point of view. 

There is, of course utterly no justifica- 
tion for bulking papers in the needs of the 
readers of a book. They are used because 
other publishers use them and books must 
have a competitive appearance. ‘They are 
used because a book of 200 pages may be 
made to look as a book of 600 pages looked 
two generations ago. ‘They are used be- 
cause a book a half inch thick priced at 
$2.00 looks like a horrible fraud to a book- 
buying public which has never learned the 
relation of sales volume to price in book 
publishing. 

There used to be a rummage shop in 
old Rosalie Hall on Fifty-seventh street in 
Chicago (where Mary Garden sang in her 
first public concert). A friend of mine 
went in one day to find a copy of an out- 
moded college annual, and oddly enough 
found it. She asked the price, and the 


woman who waited on her looked it over 
carefully, then put it on the scales and said 
“Why did you weigh 
“O,” the lady of

it?” my friend asked. 





varied merchandise answered, “when | 
can’t find any other way to price books, 
I just weigh them and charge fifteen cents 
a pound.” 

That is a ridiculous story, as many true 
stories are. Yet buying books by the 
pound is no more absurd than buying them 
by the inch and that is what many buyers 
of books do unconsciously, the hasty and 
uncertain measurement being taken from 
top to bottom and from cover to cover. | 
have been told by book salesmen, tho | 
do not know how accurate the dictum 
would prove if it could be tested fairly, 
that a book nine inches high has much bet- 
ter chances of a wide sale than a book 
seven inches high at the same price. And 
by the same token it is generally recognized 
that it is easier to sell a book an inch and 
a half thick than it is to sell one half an 
inch thick at the same price. 

Faced with the inevitable need of sales 
and the competitive practice of using bulk- 
ing papers, it is easy to understand why 
the most intelligent and honest book de- 
signer, intent on planning books to fit their 
needs, should specify bulking paper for a 
short novel or book of essays. For this in- 
tervening need of getting a book into the 
library of a reader and the price of the 
book into the bookseller’s till is one which 
can easily overshadow the actual needs of 
the reader. 

But in the other side of the designer’s 
mind, fighting against his own specifica- 
tion is the knowledge that if he were to try 
to choose a paper less suited to actual use in 
books he would have to choose wall paper 
or blotter stock. Bulking papers are weak 
in texture and tear easily at the margins or 
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where they are sewed. Books printed on 
them cannot be rebound — successfully. 
They soak up ink like a sponge and it is 
impossible for a pressman to do his best 
work on them. In illustrations reproduced 
by line etchings all of the lines are 
coarsened and spaces between fine lines 
drawn closely together fill up when printed 
on the soft stuff. One of the best examples 
| know of this is the American edition of 
Walter de la Mare’s “Broomsticks” deco- 
rated by Bold’s delightful woodcuts. The 
woodcuts are full of heavy black masses 
which need perfect printing to preserve 
what little white was left in them. Printed 
on bulking paper they became dull and dis- 
vusting to anyone who can see beyond their 
reproduction to what they might have been 
like had they been well printed.on suitable 
paper. 

Bulking papers are like mashed potatoes 
into which a great deal of air has been 
whipped by an excellent chef. They have 
no substance upon which a sturdy press can 
lean in order to impress into them the 
exact lines drawn by the artists or type 
designer. 

Yet it would be ridiculous to say that 
a publisher who hopes to be successful 
financially, in other words a publisher who 
hopes to continue being a publisher, could 
aftord not to use them with manufacturing 
and sales conditions as they are today. And 
this, I think, is extremely unfortunate. For 
these awkward, disgusting sheets, the worst 
of which will hardly stay in their bindings 
while a book is being read, and the best of 
which will last only a few years, are 
among the greatest obstacles to making 
commonly read books in a workmanlike 
manner. 

Is it not possible for publishers to get 
together in this matter and eliminate the 
obstacle in a body as farmers in progres- 
sive communities have eliminated Canadian 
thistles and quack grass? ‘The great 
reason for the use of bulking papers is a 
competitive reason. If most of the books 
of one publisher are at least an inch thick, 
another cannot hope to have half of his 
books thinner than that and sell them. 

In full knowledge of how unwelcome 
suggestions from outsiders are, here is a 
suggestion for the Book Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation. If the argument is convincing, 
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the mechanics of the thing ought to be 
easy. I do not believe the paper mills 
would object. I believe they would be 
grateful for the possibility of discontinuing 
the manufacture of one more lind of paper. 

And bookbuyers? I do not know how 
they, in general, would feel about it. | 
know that there are plenty who do not 
buy books by the pound or inch and who 
would greet with pleasure (as they do now, 
in the rare cases where they have the 
chance) honest-looking volumes which 
were as thick as they looked and felt and 
no more. 

Serious-minded librarians would, I know, 
breathe a sigh of relief, for bulking papers 
are the worst of all weak papers to rebind. 
They will hardly stand resewing and will 
break out at the binding, given half a 
chance. And the library which has any- 
thing like a decent appropriation for buy- 
ing books is always crowded. ‘The mere 
matter of space saved on shelves by the use 
of paper of normal thickness is not negli- 
gible in a building the bookshelves of 
which are filled to capacity. 

The argument for better paper could, of 
course, be carried further than to protest 
against the flimsy and clumsy hypocrisy 
of bulking stocks. But in order to carry 
on propaganda for printing all books on a 
better grade of paper than is commonly 
bought by publishers for say eight cents a 
pound, one would undoubtedly have to of- 
fer a complete new plan for economical 
manufacture and distribution of books. 
When a book, to sell profitably, must carry 
a retail price of five times the cost of stock, 
presswork, and binding, the addition of 
only five cents to the paper cost for each 
copy would mean an increase of twenty- 
five cents in the published price, which 
might easily force it beyond the price range 
for popular sale. Yet so long as books are 
printed on the grade of pulp paper 
(whether of the sort known as “bulking” 
or not) used in the average book at pre- 
sent, books, if much read, will not wait a 
generation before falling to pieces. 

There is a copy of de la Mare’s “Three 
Mulla Mullgars” in my library which has 
been there, off and on, since it was pub- 
lished five years or so ago. Because I am 
so fond of it I have lent it to perhaps a 
dozen persons, Surely a book ought to 
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stand a dozen readings. Yet this one has 
not. Several pages are out of the binding, 
because the paper tore loose at the threads. 
Some day it is going to come back with 
four pages, or eight or sixteen, missing, 
and I shall have to buy another copy. 
that is not the worst of it. It is quite 
conceivable that it will not be in print in 
forty years. And if it does go out of print 
there will be very few copies available for 
the children of 1966. Which you will 
agree is a pity, if you know “The Three 
Mulla Mullgars.” 

I do not know what the solution of the 
problem is. The elimination of bulking 
papers seem simple—a mere matter of 
agreement among publishers which would 
result in no harm to anyone and much good 
to everyone who reads books. The eli- 
mination of all cheap and unfit paper is a 
more difficult matter. 

Perhaps, with the impossibility of ignor- 
ing worthless books in a society which loves 
them, a process of separating the sheep 
from the goats and charging more for the 
sheep is necessary. This is done, of course, 
after a fashion. But the sheep are often 
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the small editions of books with compara- 
tively limited appeal, or even extremely |im- 
ited, “de luxe editions,” (hideous phrase! ). 
Fine, upstanding pieces of literary art 
which have anything like a popular appeal, 
which are destined for ordinary trade edi- 
tions, are often printed on paper of no bet- 
ter quality than that used in the publica- 
tion of the sloppiest and least important 
piece of our literary output. 

Perhaps publishers need a lesson from 
cabinet makers. Let them look at hand- 
made pieces of walnut, or mahogany, 
teak furniture and see how much 
carefully they are fitted and braced than 
similar pieces made of cheaper and _ less 
beautiful woods. 

This seems a reasonable and a possible, 
and a practical solution. I believe that dis 
criminating book buyers, the ones who 
make possible the sale of books which ar 
good from a literary point of view, would 
pay fifty cents or seventy-five cents more 
copy for books which would last and that 
an honest colophonic statement that a book 
was considered by the publisher as wort!

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hicher than usual price to the satisfaction 
of the buyer. And I believe that eventu- 
ally, if the thing were done with enough 
honesty and literary discrimination, this 
-ratement in itself would come to have an 
especial significance in the minds of intel- 
livent bookbuyers, as the mark “sterling’’ 
has tor buyers of silver, so that such a 
book would be taken home gladly with a 
sense of pleasant anticipation in the mind 
of its new owner, for he would look for- 
ward to an especial treat in his reading 
that night. 

But perhaps this is all too much to hope 
for in a civilization which pounces upon a 
mark of quality to use here and _ there 
where quality does not exist. 

There is one other possibility. It is not 
a solution at all, but a compromise which 
is better than nothing. The suggestion has 
been made by others before, yet few pub- 
lishers are following it. A book of per- 
manent value may be printed, for the sake 
economy, on a cheap paper, yet a few 
copies may be printed at the same time on 
an all-rag stock. This paper, if well made, 
will last for several generations without 
question. Any book collector has the evi- 
dence in his incunabula. ‘There are sheets 
trom the forty-five line bible printed by 
Gutenberg as white and strong in fiber to- 
day as they would be had they been printed 
last year. 

The University of Chicago Press is now 
working on the first book in which it is 
following this plan, a volume of ancient 
records of Assyria and Babylonia. It is 
improbable that the book will ever be 
reprinted. But there will be sound copies 
in a tew libraries long after the names of 
all who had anything to do with the book’s 
manufacture are meaningless to everyone 
save a few keepers of cemeteries scattered 
here and there. The actual extra cost of 
printing this edition is about thirty-five 
cents a copy. The libraries will be asked 
to pay a little more than this for each copy 
and it still remains to be seen whether they 
will or will not. If they will not the situa- 
tion is far from hopeful and it will be but 
a step to the time when a publisher may 
sav: “Print it on newsprint!” If they 
will there will be evidence of the practic-

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strosity, which can be no more a source 
of pride to produce than it is to sell. 

“Some of those bumper books are three 
times the weight of the average book of 
their price and four times. the bulk; in 
deed, that may be taken as an average. 
In other words, they cost four times as 
much to pack and three times as much in 
carriage as they should. Which of the 
partners in the booktrade is making such 
profits that he can afford to multiply pack- 
ing expenses and carriage expenses by the 
figures named, and still show a balance 
on the right side of the account? 

“The sooner both publishers and_book- 
sellers admit quite candidly that they have 
been playing the fool and decide to cut 
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-hese titles right out—the sooner they do it 
-he better for the trade. These ugly books 
are going into the hands of children who 
are thus during their earliest and most 
impressionable years being taught, te wor- 
ship bulk instead of beauty. Surely it is 
our duty to place in their hands tasteful 
hooks and commence as early as possible 
+, train them in the way in which we hope 
they will go. 

“We have no desire to say anything, 
much less do anything, to injure the sales 
of this year’s production, for we recognize 
that the publishers have already sunk their 
capital in these books; but we draw atten- 
tion to the matter in the hope that the 
publishers concerned will so arrange then 
programs for next year that both the bulk 
and weight of these books may be reduced 
to a reasonable figure.” 

The editor of the Publishers’ Circular 
in another column adds this comment: 

“In our correspondence columns this week 
we publish an important protest from 
Messrs. W. H. Smith & Son, who are, of 
course, such important customers of the 
publishers that when they protest against 
any form of book—especially as it is almost 
an unknown thing for them to do so—no 
publisher can afford to ignore it. ‘Their 
protest is against the ‘bumper’ form of 
took, which is produced to sell to those 
who buy books for presents and prizes for 
all the juvenile portion of the community. 
In these books the text is set in large type 
and being printed on what may be fairly 
called ‘paper boards,’ the size of an ordinary 
book with. the same illustrations and matter 
is thus bumped out to double the size. For 
comparison, a volume of ‘Chatterbox’ 
bumped out in this style would be bigger 
than a family Bible. 

“From information we have received we 
believe that the few firms who produce 
these books are not particularly in love 
with them—as one of the biggest of them 
said to us: ‘One firm introduced these 
books and four or five others had to fol- 
low suit.” We believe that all the firms, 
having given the ‘bumper’ business a good 
trial, would have no objection to cut down 
the bulk and so reduce the extra expense, 
including cost of production, of warehouse 
space, and of carriage. Of course, pub- 
lishers, if they agreed to go on the Banting 
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system with the bumper, would require 
that stocks existing or in preparation should 
not be affected.
